Interesting Diseussion for 
the Common Good. 


Mecting of the Board of Tradeeand 
Chamber Commerce 


To Consider the Project of a California 
Exhibit for Kurope, 


Address by Darid 
Detailing the Result of His Visit — 
Eng'and and the Medetere 
Fanean Countries: 


A joint. siaaline of the Board of Trade 
and thie Chamber of Commerce was held at 
the rooms of the former body yesterday 
afternoon at 1 o’clock, in pursuance of a 
eal! signed by E. Germain, president of the 
Board of Trade, and E. W. Jones, presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Commerce. The 
object of the meeting, as set forth in the 
call, was “for the purpose of taking into 
consideration and discussing a project for 
making an exhibit’ of California products 
in Europe, under the charge of a committee 
ef 100, to be hereafter formed, according to 
a pian indorsed by the State Board of 
Trade and the State Board of Horticulture.” 

The meeting was to be addressed b 
David Lubin of Sacramento, and a full 
attendauce was requested, 

A LEADING CITIZEN. 

Mr. Lubin is a member of the firm of 
Weinstock, Lubin & Co. of Sacramento, 
engaged in general merchandising. The 
firm is a. very large one, employing 275 
hands, and is well known throughout the 
Pacific Coast. In addition to their general 
merchandise business they operate a ranch 
of 200 acres, Gevoted to the raising of 

grapes and fruits. This employs trom 
forty to fifty men in the season. Mr. Lubin 
is also the individual patentee and aig 
ter of the Lubin puiverizer and clod- 
crusher, a well-known farming lmplement, 

The large and vgried interests in which 
Mr. Lubin is concerned relieve him of any 
suspicion of advocating his present move- 
ment to get a job for himself. He has only 
the interests of the State as his plea for agi- 
tating the subject. 

Some four years ag0 he made a pleasure 
trip through Great Britain and Europe, and 
last summer repeated it, returning n Sep- 
tember last. @ made the “grand " tout” 
with his eyes wideopen, and asked sew | 
questions as to what he saw. ‘The result 
convinced him of the need of California to 
be represented in the great mart of the 
world, London, and that there lies her path 
to prosperity and greatness. As corre- 
spondent of the Sacramento Bee, the Sacra- 
mento Recerd- Union, and the Rural Press 
of San Francisco, he set forth these views 
with much force, and since his return he 
has explained them at length to the State 
Boord of Trade and local boards, 

THE MEETING, 

A good attendance was present at 1:30 
p.m., at which time the meeting was ta:.ed 
to,ordey by Maj, W. Jones of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, who asked S. B. Lewis of 
the Bond of Trade to take the chair in the 
absence of President Ge: main. after some 
demur,M Lewis complied, and Thomas 
A. Lewis, secretary of tue Chamber ef Com 
merce, was appointed secretary of the joint 
meeting. 

The call of the meeting, stating its object, 
was read by the secretary 
of the occasion, Mr. Lubi 
duced. 

His speech is such a one as is not heard 
every day, and was well worth going to 
hear. It made no pretense to flights of 
rhetoric nor oratorical clap-trap, but was 

resented in a business-like and straight 

orward way, which gave weight to every 
word. It abounded in graphic illustrations 
and original idioms, which brought down 
the house from time to time, while his imi- 
tations of the dialect of the Spanish peas- 
ants and the London cuckneys, with whom 
he had conversed, were — in their way 
These were merely incidentals, however, to 
the lo age and terse common sense which 
pervaded the whole speech. 

THE SPEECH. 

The speaker stated that the meeting had 
been called one day in advance of the time he 
had expected, and asked the audience to ex- 
cuse any lack of preparation that might be 
come apparent. He would state things just 
as they would appear to any ordinary man 
going abroad. 

Spain and Italy are the European rivals 
of California, yielding the same class of 

roducts for the markets of the world, 

pain hasan area of about 191.000 square 
miies, and California has 115,000 square 
miles. In traveling through Spain he found 
in the northern parts ice and snow on the 

round: At Madrid, near the center of 

spain, March is a colder month than, it is 
in New York. Five or six hours’ rife on 
the cars south from Madrid -we reach the 
beginning of olive cultivation, and south of 
that lies the same tropical belt such as we 
have here. This belt, comprising Andalusia, 
part of Mereiaand partof Valencia, reaches 
along the southern boundary of Spain, and 
is only one-half as roa i as the semi-tropic 
regions of Seuthern California. 

COMPARATIVE AREAS. 

Italy is abeut one-half the size of Spain 
or California, containing about 95,000 square 
miles. The semi-tropic beit lies south of 
the lower boundaries of Tuscany, and com- 
prises the south haifef the peninsula and 
aistrip reaching up the eastern edge along 
the Adriatic to Venetia. Three hours 
north from Naples at CaSaerta he found 
peach trees trained against the/ walls; it is 
too cold for them to grow on open ground. 

There is another semi-tropic belt at the 
northwest part of italy running along tae 
Mediterranean to France. It is the Riviera 
where Nice, Manaco, San Remo and other 
noted pleasure resorts of Europe are 
situated, and the giant ranges of the Alps 
shelter it from the coid borthern blasts. 
Orange trees are there; hey can’t make up 
their minds to live, but the are there, — 

Spain contaips 17,000,000 inhabitants: 
Italy 26,000,000. ‘They have few manufac: 
turing interests, but the peopie live on the 
products of the soil, whici are of greater 
value there than anywhere elise on earth. 
The same things are raised here. Why, 
then, should net this State, which wouid 
contain the semi-tropic region of Spain and 
Italy over and over, take a long stride for- 
ward and become a greatand powerful 
community? 

WHAT BLOCKS ITS PROSPERITY? 

The values of land here are not inflated 
but real. They are notcommensurate with 
what the land will produce. The thing & 
pe done is to distribute our products over 
the whole world. In Europe every berry is 

icked from the vine—even the green truit 
snot wasted. Here how many vineyaids 
have their loads of grapes rotting on the 
vines! ‘This year tons of dried grapes have 
away im sacks io use iu aduiter- 
ating our California wines, thus driving 
anotber vail ip our own coffin. 

France supplies wines for England and 
this country. There are two kinus of wine 
made—the vin ordinaire, or common wines, 
and the faacy brauds, The former conm- 

rise 90 per cent of tue whole manufacture. 

tis hopeless te try to compete with the 
manufacture of the fancy wines; they have 
taken years apd sometimes centuries to 
reach their present. perfection. But we 
ean vie with France in making common 
wines, and shouid introduce them to “the 
markets of the world. 

‘The ravages of the phylloxera have cost 
France £400,000,000. California would not 
bring so mueb if sold under the hammer. 
Yet, in, spite of that drawback, France

sumption. A great part of those exported 
come from Aigters, and are doctored upand 
shipped from Oran to France and thence to 
foreign countries. 

THE HOME MARKET AGAINST US. 

We have tried tw sell our wines in the 
United States, and they have not sold. Our 
vineyards go a-begging. If we make good 
wine as we claim to, we should gend it to 
London and get it introdnced there. If 
they once begin to use it there New York 
Will soon follow suit. They say what is 
good enough for London is good enough 
fer ns, 

What is the use of sending out great 
brazen liars to C:'nmbus and to the East 
and have them dis aim on our natural ad- 
vantages if the market ia choked up? -If* 
we oncé get a market for our products we 
can sellour land and send the liars else- 
where; we won't need them 

You ‘may say that we can’t dispose of our 
products in Europe, They are pot paupers 
there, though the lower ciasses don’t wear 
plug hats and new sprieg bonnets. There 
isalargeand very wealthy class who will - 
consume all the luxuries we can furnish 
them, if they find them to their _—

THE ENTERING WEDGE. 

Our representatives do not know how te 
push their merchandise as they do in Europe, 
In Austria and Germany there are gréat or- 
ganizations, with the Emperor at their 
head, who have their representatives in 
every board of trade and every city. They 
reach out even to South America, | We have 
no such organizations, 

The speaker said he had been told by a 
person competent to know that foreign 
diplomats had more to do with making our 
tariff than our own legislators. The tariff 
on foreign fruits, etc., is much too low, but 
Massachusetts said they must have cheap 
fruite for the working people. If that be 
80, and these diplomats be Hapnibails, let 
us be Scipios, and carry the war into Africa - 
—or Euro 

We have found in Europe a market for 
our meats and bread stuffs for many a year, 
if they don’t keep us out by their high 
tariffs. Germany and Austria are not 
farming countries. Our canned corned 
beef went there at 6 florins duty till the 
people found they liked’ it and began to eat 
it, when the duty was put up to 40 florins, 

We can’t compete with Europe in manu 
factured articles. There they have got us, 

But with our soul, acre for acre, we hav 
got them as long as we are arepublic an 
their forms of government are what they 
are. 

THE GRANDEES,. 

The speaker then expl ined in a very 
comical way how he found out that in Spain 
and Italy the land is owned in great. tracts 
by grandees who spend most of their time 
abroad. Their agents farm it out to con- 
tractors in divisions of 100 acres or more, 
and the contractors sublet it in little tracts 
of 10 acres or less, and all these agents, te 
use a railroad phrase, “make the tr 
all it can.’ 

Nor is this all. rae has a navy almost 
as big as Great Britain’s, and oo India to .

They have a court and an aristocracy to 
All these things have to be paid

- We can sell our raisins in Lendon or in 
Spain itself, Nothing but excessive duties 
can keep us out, and tuere is one country of 
35,000,000 people that has no duties—it has 
free trade. Free-trade is a very good thing, 
and the speaker likes it—for some other fel- . 
low. {Laughter. 

But not so fast. The labor there is very 
cheap. In Spain the peasants get one 
setto, or about 18 cents, a day, without 
rd or lodging.

OLD WORLD METHODS, 

We would not be frightened if we should - 
see their tools. Their only implement is an 
antiquated plow with one handle (of which 
the speaker passed around a picture), and 
they work with funny one-sided spades. 
Their women work in the fields with hees, 
and not only their vineyards and orchards, 
but their grain fields are cultivated in this 
manner. 

With all these disadvantages they do 
their work incomparabiy better than we do,

They are slow and clumsy. Their houses 
are allin clusters and villages—a relic of 
old times, when it was necessary for self- 
defense. They have to go four or five miles 
to their work and back.

ejected by the proprietor. On the night of 
the 4th of this month there was a gepieral 
row in the place, in which Ignacio Bilder- 
rain was “done up’ and two or three otheis 
took a hand, and Officer Bosqui went in to 
stop th¢ tight. Ballade ordered him out, 
Saying he was officer enough for the place, 
or words to that, effect, and as there wes.a 
large crowd present, and the officer did not 
wish to have any disturbance, he went. 
While standing on the sidewalk Bilderrain 
made some remark which was overheard in 
the saloon, and ene of the men _ vshed out 
and struck at him. Bosqui, who was stand- 
ing by,placed the man under arrést, when an 
attempt at rescre was made, and Ballade 
rushed out and grabbed the officer around 
the body, pinioning his .rims to his side. 
There was a big crowd of Fienchmen pres 
ent, and Bosqui, fearing that an attack was 
to be made upon him, broke loose, drew his 
handcuffs to keep them back, and was about 
to strike, when Charley Cruz, who was 
among the crowd, caught his arm, The 
prisoner was taken to the police station, 
and the next day Bosqui swore out a com- 
perl chargin aliade with battery. The 
atter demandged’a jury trial, which came 
off, as statéd, yesterday. Ballade was rep- 
resented by Maj. Horace Bell and the peo- 
ple by Assistant District Attorney Chelf, 
while the jury was composed of bust- 


ness men, and was _ considerably 
above the average. 
his story, when the efense_ in- 


troduced a number of witnesses to show 
that Ballade had done nothing out of the 
way. Some of them swore that the officer 
drew a pistol, ranging in size from a navy 
six down to a pocket derringer, all differing 
on this int, but were unanimous that 
Ballade did nothing at all, some saying 
that he did noteven put his hand on the 
officer, but these latter were contradicted 
by Ballade himself, who admitted having 
laid his hands on the officer’s breast.” 

Bell then made one of his character- 
istic arguments, and was followed by Mr. 
Chelf, after which the jury retired, and in 
a few minutes returned a verdict of guilty 
as charged, and recommending the defend- 
ant to the mercy of the Court. Justice 
Austin imposed a fineof $15, which was 
e spot, and Ballade was dis- 
charged.

‘The Full History of His Flight Un- 
earthed by the Detectives—Sup- 
posed to Have Gone to Santa Bar- 
bara~A Reward Offered. ; 

The murderer of the gambler Robinson, 
shot in a fight overagame of cards in the 
saloon under the Oxford Hotel Wednesday 
night, has at last been identified beyond 
any question ef donbt by the police, but the 
man himself has not been captured, and is 
now probably several hundred miles away 
from the scene of his crime. The murder- 
er’s name is William T. Wilson, one of the 


firm of Bryan & Wilson, horse-shoers, on 


Requena street, who has lived in this city 


. for the past six years, during most of which 


‘time he has been in business for himself, 
and is well known all over the city. In 
fact, it is believed that it was known on the 


night of the murder by a number of people 
wit) it was that committed the deed, but 
that they purposely misled the officers for 
the purpose of getting him out of town, 
which accounts for the complete manner in 
which they were thrown off the track. For 
instance, in all the descriptions given of 
him the man is referred toas a “little mac 
from San José,” when as a matter of fact, so 
far from being a ‘‘mac” at ail, he is a mar- 

man, his wife being a member ofa 
‘wery respectable family of this city, his 
brother-in-law being a conductor on the 
Southern Pacific Railroad, and while he 
has been somewhat addicted to card-play- 
ing and fast life for some months past, he 
bas never been classed with regular gam- 
blers or “macs,” 

But, as above stated, the right man has 
been located, and the officers are on his 
trail, with a very good prospect of catchip 
him, as Sheriff-elect Martin Aguirre sta 
out yesterday afternoon at 3 o’clock to fol- 
low bim up, and Sheriff Kays has offered a 
reward of $50 for his capture. A full de- 
scription has aiso been telegraphed to vari- 
ous points where he would be likely to stop, 
and, if be has not got clear away, news 
will probably be received today or tomor- 
row that he is in the hands of the law. 

ihe movements of the murderer as traced 
by the detectives, from the time of the fight 


- uptothe present, make a very interesting 


story. When the officers arrived on the 
scene and began making inquiries they 
were completely thrown off the track by 
the description of the man, and the state- 
ment of Robinson that he did not know his 
hame, but that he was a little “mac” from 
San José, who had only been in the city a 


‘couple of weeks. No one at that time knew 


his name, nor where he lived, and of course 
could only work in the dark, the only clew 
being that he carried a smal! gold-headed 
cane. Detectives Emil Harris, Metzler and 
Sheriff-elect Aguirre spent all the night of 
the murde: in inquiring around among the 
“macs” and prostitutes as to. the man, but 
t morning 
Deputy Constable Harry Johnston took a 
hand in the search, and it was finally learned 
that a man answering to the description oc- 
cupied a room in the Vickery block, on 
Main street, which he rented on the 18th of 
October, and furnished himself. Metzler 
and Johnston at once went tu the room, No. 
82, and found the gold-headed cane lying 
on the bureau under some papers. It is a 
small ebony affair, and has the name “‘C, P. 
Rowland” engraved on the head. In look- 
ing through his clothes they’ also found the 
picture of a woman, which they took a 
session of. Enough evidence was found in 
the room to prove conclusively that it was 
Wilson, and the next step was to find the 
woman, who was locatedin Kitty Davis’s 
hagnio, and, when she was interviewed, she 
told the whole story of her connection with 
him. The woman’s name is Cora Rowland, 


-and she has known Wilson about two 
months, The officers then saw the relatives 


of the fugitive in this city, when it was 
learned that nothing had been seen of him 
since Sunday. The wife of Wilson, who 
lives out near Tropico €Mitchell’s Station) 
was then seen, and from her it was learne 
that Wilson came directly to her 
house 
en his way 
Vickery block, where he left his cane, and, 


was subsequently learned, also paying a 


short visit to Cora Rowland, whom he told 
to goto hisroom and get the cane, when 
they (the officers) would be unable to trace 
him. Asnearas could be remembered by

This is the op- 
position concern that recently came 
into this field, and, by its operations, 
has already succeeded in materially 
cheapening the cost of gas in this city. 
Mosher’s part in the work will hardly 
be set down to his discredit by the peo- 
ple who have been relieved of their 
burdens.

The Citizens’ Reform Movement. 


An impression has gone forth within 
the past day or two, through persistent 
misrepresentation, that the adherents 
of the Citizens’ Reform Movement have 
arrayed themselves in advance on the 
side of Mr. Miles for Mayor.

The 
engineers and firemen are in sympathy with 
the switchmen and make no attempt to inan 
their engines. 

ln nearly every instance they quit work,’ 
run their engines into their stalls and drawn 
their fires, when the switchmen requested 
it. All the forenoon the strikers have been 
going in gangs from one yard to another 
and warning applicants for work that if 
they undertake to touch the switch engines 
they would be handled roughly. Officers of 
the roads called for police protection at 
noon.
